‘ : London, Feb, 20. 

Doubts regarding the fate of 

Italian civilians in Abyssinia 
have increased with reports that 
16,000 ‘tribesmen are, in revolt 
around Addis Ababa. The posl- 
tion Is reported to be already such 
that it is unsafe for Italians .to 


emerge from the capital after dark, 
even with an armed escort. 


Fears have increased that the ‘fur- 
ther spread of the revolt might entall 
the massacre of thousands of Itallans, 
fneluding women and children, of 
whom there. are about 200,000 
throughout Abyssinia, . 

One report sald that refugees had 
told its Arab sources that local Italian 
commundets were considering asking 
for nn armistice to permit the evacua~ 
‘ton of civillans, It is known that 
the British shure their fears lest the 
revolt, spreading unchecked in’ the 
interior of Abyasinin, may result in 
the. wholesnle ‘slaughter of civilians 
and, that they would: be prepured to 
ndopt n generous attitude to elyilian 
groups which renounced the protec- 
tion of the Itallan Military and placed 
themselves in British hands, 

» Meanwhile, the announcement of 
further Abyssinian ‘Successes hos 


caused London commentators :to say | 


that the end of Mussollni's | Enst 
‘African Finpire Is now in aight. It 
is predicted. that the Itallans may 
cahortly withdraw from ihe lowland 
fringe .of outer Abyssinian to the 
central highinnds and may. oven be 
forced to falt back on Eritren before 
the British advance. from .the north 
cuts off thelr way of oscapo,—-Uniled

At The Smart Shops 


Opposite the bar entrance to 
the Hotel ‘Crillon, now the. Ger- 
man headquarters, the fairly 
conspicuous sign of The “Daily 
Telegraph” continues to_ hang 
outside number 11, Rue Boissy 
d’Anglas. My friend was un- 
nble to say whether the office 
itself has been visited by the 
Gestapo, If it has, they. will 
have found little material worth 
incorporating in a blue-book. 

A little further along the 
strect a smart club has been 
taken over for German civilians, 
who look oddly out of place 
there. The personnel changes 
continually; it is believed to 
consist of relays of “Strength 
through Joy” visitors who get 
cheap trips to Paris. 

In the same street. the smart 
shirtmukers are still open, but 
German oflicers—who are al- 
lowed to wear mufti on certain 
days in the weck—have taken all 
but the most ‘fanciful designs. 
The same applies to the leather 
goods shop at the corner—now 
sold out with no hope of replac- 
ing stocks. 

On the opposite corner the 
world-famed perfume shop still 
has some stock left, for German 
women are not encouraged to 
use’ cosmetics. Lingerie, how- 
ever, is in a different category, 
and one-of the strangest sights 
is that of senior German officers 
thoughtfully handling dainty

These -people do not renlise 
that there is no backing what- 
ever for.the moncy which the 
Bank of France is obliged to 
change into francs, and the ap- 
proach of the financial Nemesis 
is slow and unseen. Moreover, 
they are gradually accepting res- 
trictions which they — would 
never have accepted from a 
French Government.

Outwardly ‘most of ‘the res- 
taurants and cafes look the 
same.

ter, Others, such as Fouquet’s 
and ‘the Cafe’ Marignane, are 
open to all, and, but for the 
German uniforms, show little 
external change, -for most Pari- 
siennes had hoarded clothes, 
and the lack of new ones is not 
yet felt.

Menus, however, are much de- 
pleted, even on Sunday—the 
only day when in theory no res- 
trictions apply.’ The famous 
restaurants, such as Maxime or, 
Larue, now only offer a choice. 
of three dishes, and every cus- 
tomer has to hand. over four 
different coupons—for meat, fat, 
bread, macaroni or checse-—in 
exchange for trifling portions.

- YESTERDAY'S annual speech day 
of the Legislative Council produced 
criticism of scme vehemence from 


| the Unoficial members, with special 


emphasis placed on the administra- 
tive shortcomings of the Govern 
ment.

the ‘Food Control organisation is 
already in the process of being over- 
hauled; the firewood problem is 
being tickled. : 

The Financial Secretary * has 
already met the Hon. Mr Lo’s com- 
plaint about the functions of the 
“Superintendent of Inland Revenue 
und Estate Commissioner and the 
alleged harsh administration of the 
Estate Duty Ordinance, 50 that, in 
many instances, the sharp barbs of 
criticism became blunted 
almost before they were delivered. 
This factor, however, does not rob

A PARISIAN friend, who 
has been able to make 
his way to a port in Britain, 
has brought with him some 
particulars of life in Paris 


as he has known, it-as recent- 


ly-as last. month. ee 
His business conncelions . had 
brought him in carlier, days into 
contact with the British colony 
there, and he says that a. good 
many remain in the capital un- 
der the Occupation. Every day 
the ground floor of the United 
States Embassy—previously oc- 
cupied by the Immigration 
Offices—is full of British sub- 
jects who receive there the 
financial assistance which the 
British Government provides 
through credits in. Washington. 
The amount varies according to 
circumstances and provides for 


-subsistence on 4 very modost - 


scale, . 

- British men of military -age 
are interned, partly in camps 
outside Paris and partly in the 
Sante prison, All are visited 
regularly, and those in Paria 
daily, by United States officials, 
who take them food. 


Fato Of Property 


Of the non-interned British— 
who have to report to the police 
each day—the majority are 
French-born wives who did not 
wish to leave France and who 
now have gone to liye with their 
relatives. Many of the super- 
numerary clerks and assistants 
at the United States Embassy 
are of British nationality, It is 
believed that the number of 
those interned has recently -been 
reduced, and reports agree that 
the others are being well 
treated. 

Except for chateaux and large 
villas owned by very wealthy 
British subjects in the occupied 
territory, the Germans have not 
pillaged British property, and 
the contents of two flats or small 
houses with a caretaker in 
charge have been left alone, un- 
less the Germans had some rea- 
son to dislike the tenant or he 
was a Jew. f

NEW YORK, Feb. 20 (UP).— 
Britain, for the moment, has the 
upper hand in’ the great cam- 
paign for control of the Mediter- 
ranean. How long she can 
maintain this advantage, how- 
ever, is a question. ; 

Reports are current-that Ber- 
lin is still seeking Russian assent
